Folley,  Ball  Chairman. 

We  felt  very  honored  when  the  Knights  asked  John  Baer,  a  lowly 
Servant,  to  participate  in  their  dramatic  presentation;  our  own  efforts 
in  "Down  To  Earth"  were  also  successful. 

Fellow  Servants,  Mary  Lynch  and  Anne  Lord,  were  successful 
United  Nations  essayists;  while  Eric  Burgher  and  Ruth  Santuccio  dis- 
played their  talents  as  orators. 

The  sale  of  banners  and  stickers  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  viewing 
such  heroes  as  Ernest  Clegg,  Phillip  Spinney,  John  Murray,  Eric  Burgh- 
er, the  Schwarzenbergs,  and  later  Allan  Wadman  —  in  the  various 
athletic  tournaments.

Fighting  with  all  the  spirit  and  determination  that  is  characteristic  of  Punchard's 
gridders,  the  squad  dropped  heartbreakers  to  Danvers,  Ipswich,  Stoneham,  and  Maynard; 
while  defeating  Wilmington,  Lexington,  Methuen,  North  Andover,  and  tieing  Chelms- 
ford. 

The  Blue  Devils'  outstanding  accomplishment  was  the  thorough  "shellacking"  which 
they  handed  our  arch  rival,  Methuen.  Coming  from  behind,  the  squad  posted  a  33  to  19 
victory  to  retain  the  Eddie  Erickson  Trophy. 

On  Thanksgiving  morning,  the  men  of  P.H.S.,  sparked  by  the  great  running  of 
halfback,  Al  Wadman,  copped  an  impressive  44  to  6  triumph  over  North  Andover. 

Completing  their  football  careers  at  Punchard  are  Captain  Ernie  Clegg,  Al  Wadman, 
Phil  Spinney,  George  Henrick,  Bob  Lefebvre,  Paul  Gallant,  Dick  Lumenello,  Jack 
McCabe,  Glenn  Peatman,  Johnny  Murray,  Jim  Gordon,  Roger  Johnson,  Dick  McAnern, 
Bill  Kneath,  George  Heseltine,  Julian  Baer,  and  Arthur  Babbitt. 
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As  has  been  the  custom  at  Punchard  since  Ken

On  the  way  down, 
we  saw  Pat  Gurry,  now  a  nun  at  St.  Augustine's,  herding  a 
group  of  children  up  Punchard  Avenue  to  the  Sportsman 
Show,  too.  There  Eugene  Zalla,  Roger  Johnson,  and  Dave 
White  were  giving  special  riflery  exhibitions.  At  inter- 
mission, Master  of  Ceremonies,  Ronald  Tellier,  presented 
the  well  known  pianist,  Lorraine  DesRoches,  followed  by 
"Jazzy  Jack  McCabe"  with  his  trumpet. 

After  I  left  Bob  Lefebvre  at  Punchard,  I  met  Dave 
Nowell  and  Reggie  on  their  way  to  eat  dinner  at  Lumenello's 
Italian  Restaurant.  As  we  went  by  the  park,  we  could 
see  Cynthia  Lawrence  and  Cynthia  Dantos  hightailing  it 
after  a  little  boy  who  was  running  away  from  their  nursery 
school.  When  we  entered  the  restaurant,  Lumenello  him- 
self greeted  us  wkh  "Come  state!"  After  taking  our  special 
order  of  salami  and  rye  and  pastromi  and  pizza,  he  told 
us  some  of  the  news.   A  few  of  the  happily  married  Piin- 


chardites  were  Sara  Barsamian,  Marilyn  Carver,  Lois  Le- 
Tourneau,  Marianne  Garabedian,  Betty  Lou  Simeone  and 
Audrey  Madden;  and  the  bachelor  girls  still  living  it  up 
were  Mary  Boloian,  Kathy  Dineen,  June  Neunzer,  and  Al- 
berta Briggs.  Dick  said  that  the  day  before  he  had  seen 
retired  millionaire,  Eric  Burgher,  and  Val,  a  famous  Conover 
model,  on  their  way  up  to  visit  Bev  and  Glenn  at  their 
ski  lodge  in  Vermont.  He  said  that  Lorraine  Nadeau  was 
in  New  York  as  a  Broadway  star  with  George  Henrick  as 
her  agent.  George  Heseltine  was  the  stage  manager  in  the 
same  theatre,  and  Al  Zecchini  was  working  on  lights. 

After  a  delicious  Italian  dinner,  I  started  back  to  the 
Inn.  As  I  went  past  Phinneys,  I  could  see  the  latest  3D 
color  television  in  the  window.  Paul  Bouleau,  successor 
of  Jackie  Gleason,  was  just  signing  off.  The  following 
commercial,  advertising  Prince  "George"  Tobacco,  was  given 
by  Barbara  Bobek.  On  the  next  program  was  Chet  Farwell 
and  his  magic  guitar,  accompanied  by  the  lovely  voice  of 
Margaret  Buckley.  A  short  time  later  I  "sacked  out"  at  the 
Inn  for  a  good  night's  sleep.  In  the  morning,  I  was  awakened 
by  a  Never  Fail  Alarm  Clock  invented  by  Sheila  Collins. 
After  I  devoured  a  delicious  breakfast  prepared  by  Master 
Chef  Marge  Stewart,  it  was  necessary  to  engage  the  services 
of  Doctor  David  Bitler  and  his  faithful  attendant,  Ruth 
Santuccio,  because  of  a  slight  stomach  disturbance.
